Fifth grade students at Echo Shaw School and their 
teacher, Shannon Brown, have been studying about the 
space program and the U.S. astronauts. As they did last 
year, they made plans for a simulated space shuttle flight 
-- April 17, 1990 -- lift-off at 1545 UTC (0845 PDT). All 
members of the class met In the cafeteria at 1430 UTC for 
a space breakfast (oatmeal In a plastic squeeze bag) 
followed by a video on space flight. The student body 
assembled to say the Pledge of Allegiance and then 
watched as the eight students chosen as astronauts 
boarded the space vehicle EAGLE II (a vintage Dodge 
van) for a faultless lift-off. 


The other class members participated from MISSION 
CONTROL (the 5th grade room). All astronauts and the 
mission control personnel were in frequent contact by 2 
meéfer amateur radio. 


The astronauts took a 20 minute space walk (limited by 
their oxygen supply) on Verbortian Planet where they col- 
lected biological (pond water) and geological samples, 
then continued on the voyage for docking at Tek Base at 
1630. 


After a scientific lecture by Mr. Jones (use of clothing such 
as caps, masks, and gowns for a clean dust-free work 
area) the astronauts re-boarded the spaceship for the 
return voyage. The return trip was an opportunity to eat 
space rations (candy bars, etc). Touchdown at Echo 
Shaw at 1718 UCT was wildly applauded by the entire 
crew from mission control.

(Bob, WASKJU) and EAGLE II (Paul, WB7BBG) were con .

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ARRL Board Seeks Position On 
Codeless License 


League officials met recently to consider the ARRL posi- 
tion on proposed changes to the Amateur Radio licensing 
structure. The “strawman” committee, appointed by 
President Larry Price, W4RA, on recommendation of the 
Executive Committee, was charged with weighing the 
League's position inlight of the FCC’s Notice of Proposed 
Rule Making on the subject (for the full text of PR9O- 55 
see April QST page 38). 


The League's board of directors now actively seeks input 

from all interested members. The board will consider this 
input, as well as the recommendationsof the April 21 
working group, to formulate a position. 


The “strawman” committee consisted of five directors, 
First Vice President George Wilson Ili, W4OYI, and Ex- 
ecutive Vice President David Sumner, K1ZZ. Among their 
recommendations to the board: 


* Reaffirmation that the Novice class license as a 
route of entry into Amateur Radio is absolutely essential. 


* Support for the incorporation of Novice testing into 
the accredited Volunteer Examiner system. This would 
permit examination elements earned in obtaining a Novice 
license to be used for credit toward upgrading, without 
retesting. 


* Pursuing rules changes to permit VECs to recoup 
examination expenses for Novice exams, provided that 
no fees are charged for any applicant under age 16. 


* Retention of the Technician class license as a 
distinct class of amateur license, and its continued availa- 
bility to new applicants. 


* Clarification of the League's position with regard to 
Element 3A: that the existing Element 3A should be 
expanded by five questions (i.e., the pool should be 
expanded by 50 questions). Requirements for the Nov- 
ice, Communicator, and Technician licenses would be as 
follows: 


1) Novice: Elements 1A (5-wpm code) and 2 (30- 
question written); 

2) Communicator: Elements 2 and 3A (30-question 
written); 

3) Technician: Elements 1A, 2, and 3A; 

_ 4) Upgrading from Novice to Technician would 

require passing Element 3A; 

5) Upgrading from Communicator to Technician 
would require passing Element 1A; 
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* Certificates of Successful Completion should be 
issued to candidates who pass either Element 1A or 
Element 2 without qualifying for a license bypassing 
another element; 


* Frequency privileges for Communicators should be 
as proposed in RM-6995 (the League’s original codeless 
license proposal). The FCC proposal of a 200-watt PEP 
output power limit for Communicators was acceptable to 
the working group. However, since the only difference 
between Communicator and Technician qualifications Is 
the 5-wpm code test, the Committee could find no ration- 
ale for denying Communicators control operator privi- 
leges for repeater and auxiliary stations. Therefore, the 
Committee recommended the Board reconsider its posl- 
tion on this matter; 


* Technician licensees who have credit for Element 
3B by virtue of having taken the old, 50-question Element 
3 examination should retain this credit (permitting themto 
upgrade to General upon passing just the Element 1B13- 
wpm code test); 


* In all other respects, the committee recommended 
there be nodepartures from the ARRL position as adopted 
In RM-6995. The recommendations of the committee are 
just that - recommendations.
